Lord Uosebery af- 
terwards addressed a large overflow 
meeting. At both meetings be was 
given an enthusiastic reception, and all 
through his speech he wits warmly 
cheered. Among those present at the 
meeting were a number of members, .of 
the House of Commons and others 
prominent in public life. His lordship's 
remarks were, for the most part, de- 
voted to ridiculing Joseph Chamberlain 
and his policy. 

"After last night's meeting at Queen's 
hall, which was attended by seven 
members of Lord Salisbury's govern- 
ment," said the speaker, "little could he 
added. The liscal question must be 
solved and finally settled, and unless it 
be settled the dissolution of parliament 
cannot be long delayed.'' 

Lord Uosebery referred to Mr. Chdm- 
bcraiu as a "modern Jeremiah," whose 
assertions that the country bad been 
desolated hud been refuted by facts. 
Mr. Chamberlain said the country was 
ruined, while Mr. Balfour, on the other 
hand, said the country was prosperous, 
but soon would be ruined.

'British bondholders in connection with 
Panama. The council gave out the 
following; 

"In regard to the reported statement 
of the Panama commissioners' that 
(Panama declines responsibility for tho 
Colombian debt, on the ground that 
when the greater part of the money 
wus borrowed Panama was not. in- 
cluded in Colombia, the facts appear 
to he as follows: Panama declared its 
independence of 'Spain, November 28th, 
3.821, and in the solemn declaration of 
the revolutionary junta, stated that the 
territory of tho Isthmus belonged to the 
republican state of Colombia, to tho 
congress whereof it Would in due coursu 
'send its deputy. The war with Spain 
•continued thereafter, and in 1822 Co- 
Uorublu issued un external loan of $10,- 
000,000, the greater part o£ which was 
to he devoted to prosecuting the war of 
independence. In 182-1 Colombia issued 
a further loan of S2;S,000,000 for the 
sumo purpose. It would be surprising 
if Panama attempted to repudiate re- 
sponsibility for the money which as- 
sisted her to become part of a free 
state,"

-Today the session -of tli'e legislature 
terpens with the ttme-:h?uored and cus- 
tomary ceremonies. The most unusual 
feature of the opening will undoubtedly 
Hit- the absence of spring millinery. The 
ladies, especially in Victoria, may pre- 
date spring into February or even 
January, but the 26tli <>f November is 
mot ai date for novelty or brilliancy of 
attire, so muesli as for garments that 
are comfortable and capable of standing 
a wetting it' necessary.

The first 
lesson learnt by a .member of parlia- 
ment is. Hie astounding littleness of 
■what any one man can do. There is 
no such thing as arbitrary power any- 
.Avhere in the world. Yet in young coun- 
tries, many are apt to imagine that 
arbitrary power resides in representa- 
tive institutions. It does not, any more 
than it resides in a nominal -autocrat 
like the Czar of Russia, But the iden 
that it does frequently leads to the 
.worst vices of experimental legisla- 
tion, The course and character Bf the 
legislation of a country are not wholly 
controlled by its government, hut by 
every member of the le si si attire, govern- 
ment flPd, opposition alike, The present 
legislature represents a new departure 
in the province of British Columbia 
■both in the Introduction of party lines, 
and in the change of personnel intro- 
duced by. redistribution. It is a de- 
parture conditioned by the circumstances 
of the province, ami one inevitable 
through its growth, but it is a new 
departure nevertheless. We have con- 
fidence in representative institutions, 
conlfldeuce in the legislature, confidence 
in tlie government and eoiriiuence iu 
the members elect, r.ift it would be 
denying the obvious to maintain that 
at the present juncture of affairs a 
very special and solemn responsibility 
does not rest Upon all of 
them, and that not because of 
any particular legislation neces- 
sary, but because the present is a 
vital [moment in the political history 
of the province. '.Men who rise to the 
demands of such moments make great 
and prosperous states. 'Special mention 
in the King's Speech -will undoubtedly 
be directed Pi the financial proposals 
of flic government. A great deal lias 
been made, for political purposes, of 
the .financial position of the province. 
It lias been described as desperate, and 
the government attacked as incapable 
of grappling with it. It will, we think, 
be discovered that the financial posi- 
tion of the province is not nearly as 
bad as it has been made out to be, 
and that it is daily growing better. It 
will be discovered thai the government, 
far from being Incapable of grappling 
with the situation, has already grappled 
•with il, and belli -by judicious eco- 
nomies and sound proposals, has direct- 
oil the financial policy of the country 
along sound lines to the goal of finan- 
cial stability. Il is perhaps bio much 
to hope thai faction will abandon its 
habit of exploiting common difficulties 
of the province in order to attack politi- 
cal opponents. But il is not too much 
to hope that sound and businesslike 
policy in finance and general legisla- 
tion, will disarm fnctlou and render it 
innocuous. Continuity of policy, based 
upon originally sound ideas, is what this 
country needs, and what, there is every 
■reason to congratulate ourselves, it is 
likely to get. 



^political influence to his personal ad- 
vantage. .With .such a state of public 
feeling how could a corrupt govern- 
ment remain in power? How could 
men who wore ready to trade their sup- 
port in the legislature for patronage get 
elected: Or, if they had once been elect- 
ed before their character Iliad revealed 
itself, how could they hope for re-elec- 
tion'.' Tlhe thing could not "be. But, 
as it is today, the average member of 
the legislature or of parliament is con- 
tinually nursing his influence and mak- 
ing his re-election sure by constituting 
himself the medium of favors frorn the- 
government, either to the constituency 
at large or to more or less important 
individuals. The theory of the consti- 
tution is that the sovereign power is 
divided amongst the citizens in order 
tih at each may exercise the portion falling 
to him for the public good, according to 
his best rights. The practice of the 
constitution is that the ordinary elector 
treats his fraction of the sovereign pow- 
er simply as a piece of ipersoiial plunder 
to be used, as far as it will go, for his 
own personal benefit— not his benefit as 
a citizen of the commonwealth inter- 
ested like all his fellow-citizens in good 
government— but his benefit as A. 1!.. 
an individual who wants lo get oat of 
politics, for his own behoof, -whatever 
is to be got. Now, there is no use- in 
railing at people who cannot conceive 
of politics in any other fashion than 
this. It is their misfortune rather than 
tlieir fault. At the same time the 
whole community suffers through their 
lack of political capacity and conse- 
quent hick of political disinterestedness. 
What is needed is calm, dispassionate, 
(reiterated instruction, line upon line 
and precept upon precept, in the upper 
classes of our schools the true theory 
of the constitution, according .to which 
each citizen votes under a sense of 
public responsibility, should be contrast- 
ed with the prevailing practice under 
which the selfish interests of the voters 
are continually appealed to." We beg 
to doubt whether the teaching of politi- 
cal idealism in the schools would do 
any good. 'The people tire not corrupt. 
They will never sell their votes when 
they care. They sell their votes be- 
cause there are but few times in which 
they recognize sufficient difference be- 
tween the two parties to care much 
which of them is in power. In a politi- 
cal crisis where things that really mat- 
ter are at stake, no politician can "buy 
votes. 'School teaching is not neces- 
sary to teach a man when his country 
is being hurt or himself. Purity is 
not, nor can ever be made a political 
issue. When live political issues are 
in tire balance, elections tire .. pure 
enough. Political corruption is the out- 
come of political stagnation nnd effects 
nil parties alike.

A few years before tills, an 
American vessel from Boston came to trade- 
in tlie ueighboi-liood, had a quarrel with 
tlie natives, in which a large number of 
them were killed, so supposing we were 
Americans, tlicy tried to take revenge for 
this bv attempting to take the fort and 
murder us all. Willi this view, a warrior 
of the tribe attempted to force his way iu 
at the gale, where a number of others wen 1 
watching the gate-keeper, a Sandwich Isl- 
ander, who did all lie could to keep the 
man out. but failed, when I wen I to the 
rescue, having pistols In my belt, and forc- 
ed the fellow out. Ill so doing I was 
struck by a bludgeon, and iu the heat of 
passion I (Flnlnyson) went outside the 
gate, where I was laid hold of by a party 
of the wild savages and forced away a dis- 
tance from the gate, when I called out to 
open blank cartridges from tile cannonades 
iu the bastion to frighten them. In the 
meantime t managed to get my back to a 
tree, drew my pistols and threatened to 
kill tlie first man that attempted to lay 
hold of me; my face was covered with 
blood and I was otherwise badly hurt. The 
tiring from the bastion frightened tlie fel- 
lows off, and so 1 was enabled to return to 
the fort. After this we were besieged for 
several days, preparing ourselves for action, 
and the natives, finding trade suspended, 
came to a parley, when It was arranged 
that on payment for the Insult to me, whol frl 
was not it Boston, as the Americans were -Fo 
called, explained to them, they agreed to wi 
pay In furs, a large bundle of which were! m 
brought as payment, accepted, peace de- 
clared and trade resumed. 

tThe Tncos, Clillcats and neighboring 
tribes were a shocking bad lot. bold, brave, 
treacherous rascals, and of course, thieves. 
One season the II. I!. Co.'s line but ill- 
fated steamer Lnbouchere, much larger 
than the Heaver but not lilted with board- 
ing nettings like the Beaver. Tlie Indians 

swan 1 on board nnd were nearly taking 

the vessel, and would have succeeded had 
not tlie men taken arms and forced them 
from one pari of the ship. On another oc- 
casion an Indian had Ids knife against tlie 
chest of the captain of the same boat, 
but with a different master.

Finlayson in 1841 delightfully quits dis- 
mal Fort Durham, goes to Stlckeeu, and in 

1843 is directed to proceed to Fort Simp- 
son. 

A.'Jfml this lime It was found that the 
steamer Heaver, with a trader on board, 
could do ail the trade carried on at Forts 
Duitinm, Stlckeeu anil MCBaughlau, so It 
was decided at headquarters to abandon 
Fort MeLaughlan and Mlllbnnk Sound, and 
concentrate the forces there with the sup- 
plies, and remove them to the south end of 
Vancouver island, where a new fori was 
ordered to be built. Kiidnysou was remov- 
ed from Fort Simpson, with Chief Factor 
Jctm Weill; (perhaps not so gladly tills 
time — J. S. II. i which I found a comfort- 
able, pleasant place), embarked on the 
Beaver which, with the schooner Cudboro, 
had tlie Stlckeen am! the Taco parties on 
bocrd, on their way south. In passing, 
Fort MeLaughlan was dismantled and Its 
Inhabitants taken on board. Mr. Douglas 
had command of the Whole party. We pro- 
ceeded south, and reached Victoria harbor 
(selected In the spring us the fort site) 
landed I hereon June 1st, 1843, and com- 
menced building a fort with the forces 
from tlie abandoned stations named, con- 
sisting of about 50 men and three officers, 
one of whom, as chief trader, was appoint- 
ed to tlie charge, with myself as second, 
the Benver ami C'adboro remaining as 
guard vessels until the fort was built.

Sir,— Referring to my letter published In 
the Colonist November 'J l s i . under the 
heading "Historical llomlntsconces," cop; 
led from ihe memoirs of the lute Hon. 
Roderick Kinlnyson, lie was brought down 
to the Gulf of Georgin, and goes on to re- 
cord that: On our way north in the Beaver 

we called al Ports i.angley, McLaughlin 
and Simpson, the last .7'- degrees, ttie boun- 
dary between British ami Hessian terri- 
tory. Prom here we proceeded to Port 

Stlckeen, o f Ihe RltSBlail forts on the 

t'OUSt, Which was manned by Ihlrly-two 
'men and a gunboat for defence. According 
to agreement we took possession of Port 
Stlckeen, which lb" ltusslans then evacuat- 
ed aild left. us, mi officer and thirteen men, 
were lefl In charge to, carry on the. trade 
nnd defend themselves against the wild 
unlives.

i. cutlasses ai centre, taken 
llsmnntled forts heretofore 
named. Some of the men were employed 
clearing Ihe ground to raise vegetables and 
cereals for the use of the place.

The only news accompanying the 
br.-a!: of over nine points in railway steel- 
spring preferred was the application to the 
Stock Exchange to list additional stock, 
which contained no surprises for those con- 
versant with the company's affairs. It may 
be taken for granted that a well-organized 
hear party successfully directed the attacks 
ou these securities. The quick rebound in 
their prices was sufficient evidence of this 
In Itself.

Struck on the Rocks at William 
Head ond Disabled Her 
Steering Gear. 



Will Have to Be Docked for Re- 
pairs--Ca!chas Sails 
for Liverpool. 



The steamer iMoann, oE the Cnuad- 
iau-Australiun hue. which urrlrcd at 
the ocean dock yesterday after a good 
passage from Sydney, via Brisbane, 
iSuva and Honolulu, struck on the rocks 
ai William Head the previous night as 
she was rounding into the quarantine 
station for inspection. There was a 
strong current setting inward tilie rocks, 
and us the Moaua was avoiding the 
steamer Umatilla, which had preceded 
her into William Head, the ol&eers of 
that steamer were llasliing their search- 
light ahout in u manner which dazzled 
those on the bridge o£ the Mouna. 

Meanwhile the Jloailll, which had been 
stopped, was being carried stern lirst to- 
ward the rocks, and before her officers 
realized her proximity to the point at 
the entrance to the quarantine station, 
xlie had struck by the stern on the 
Jocks. It was not a hard impact, but 
it disabled the Steering gear of the 
.steamer and caused injuries which will 
cause the steamer to remain here for 
sonie days, instead of proceeding to 
Vancouver early yesterday morning, as 
was anticipated. When the steamer 
struck the impact caused the breaking 
Of her rudder post and shoe, and some 
of the blades of. her propellor were. part- 
ially broken. -The big steel casting of 
her steering machine at the stern of 
the vessel, snapped sheer, and the 
quadrU'ht was also broken. This will 
make it necessary to secure a new 
steel casting, otherwise the damage was 
not serious. 

■When it was found that the rudder 
'was rendered useless and the vessel 
would not steer, Captain Carey, by dint 
of clever seamanship, brought the 
steamer to the ocean docks. She was 
.steamed from the dangerous position 
near the rocks without delay, anil after 
jsomo hours of bucking and ■filling, now 
going ahead, and when the revolutions 
Of the single screw hail caused the 
Jielniless steamer to point to starboard, 
esho was backed until she straightened 
once more, and so forward and back- 
Ovarii she steamed for live or .six times 
it would ordinarily have token to bring 
the vessel to the ocean dock before she 
arrived and moored, assisted by the 
tug Earl. A diver, .Mr. MaEEardy, was 
then .secured, and he went down and 
ml a do n survey of the injuries .sustain- 
ed by the vessel. 

■ 'As a result of his report it was de- 
cided to dock the steamer for repairs, 
and efforts were made to have the 
naval authorities allow her to precede 
the flagship, Grafton, into the dock at 
(Esquimalt yesterday morning, but the 
naval officials would not give way to 
.the merchant .steamer, and she will wait 
at the ocean dock until she can follow 
.the Grafton into the dock. Meanwhile 
her cargo— .she brought but a small 
amount of merchandise — was despatch- 
ed to Vancouver; this morning by the 
steamer Charmer, together with the 
through passenger-;. 

' fWie Moaua had a pleasant voyage 
other than for this incident. She left 
Sydney on November 2nd, Brisbane 
Nov. 5th, Suva Nov. 9t!l, ami Hono- 
lulu on Nov. 17th, and had good wea- 
klier throughout.

They could not speak 
Kii'dish, but one of tin 111 managed to 
say that thev had been blown out to 
sea They claimed to lie fishermen from 
the' Island of Belip, mar New Cale- 
donia, who had been blown out to sea, 
and seemed grateful to be picked up. 
Thev hud been without food for some- 
time ami were weak. After we fed 
them thev slept, and some did not wake 
for forty-eight hours. Their boat was 
a small' one. sixteen feet long by live 
feet, urn! they had a mast in her from 
11 sapling. They evidently had had 
oars, but only one remained. Their 
water casks were empty, and of the 
•provisions they had but a little Hour, 
all soaked wit'.i salt water, remained. 
There were two double-barrelled shot- 
. guns, four revolvers, an axe, a toma- 
hawk and several knives in the boat. 
There was 110 ammunition except a few 
revolver cartridges, and there was no 
felling tackle on board. 

-Three of the prisoners had tickets of 
leave, whoch, however, do not permit 
of their leaving the settlement. They 
showed no hesitation about assigning 
crimes to themselves, and all were vio- 
lent ones. Vincent, one of them, said 
he had been in the French navy, and 
had been sent to New Caledonia for live 
rears for striking an officer who abused 
him. Moran, another, described himself 
as a soldier, who had retaliated upon 11 
sergeant by repaying a blow with a 
fist witli the thrust of a dagger at 
Rouen thirteen years before. Le Haj, 
a powerful Arab, laconically answered, 
•■Stabbing." when questioned, hut shrug- 
ged his shoulders when asked for par- 
ticulars. Mohammed, another Arab 
from tlie French territory, said, "It was | ifive 
my wife. I found her with another 1 made 
man, anil 1 gave iier a dagger thrust. I are . 
Then 1 left her. Oh no, she did not 
die." 

The Frenchmen said that for four 
days the sea was terribly rough, and 
thev lhad never expected that their boat this winter to 
would live through the weather. As i .Alsek district 
the boat dragged through the waves' 
they were continually up to their waists 
in water. The heavy weather had ruin- 
ed their Hour and they had been on ra- 
tions of one biscuit and a glass of water 
to each man for live days before they 
were picked up. They claimed that 
their sentences had been completed and 
they were free to go where they wish- 
•ed, that they had gone fishing and 
accidentally drifted to sea. The arms 
in the boat had been carried for pro- 
tection.

at 'Melbourne, the prisoners were held 
by the Australian police, pending ad-

WHITE HORSE 

Neusy Letter From Dislrict 
Where Rich Gold Strikes

A correspondent writiuj from White 
IHorse, tinder date of November 15th, 
says: "About three weeks ago a party 
of stampeders left White Horse to ex- 
plore the scene of the latest discovery 
of placer gold fields in this district. 'The 
return trip took about sixteen days, in- 
cluding two days spent on tho creeks, 
fold weather and deep snow were en- 
countered mi tin- uplands, which made 
the journey 011 loot one of great hard- 
ship and difficulty, in spite of this the 
party, which was composed of Bruce, 
IWiesdepp, Smith, Sugdeu. Uotliaur, 
Brown, Dumontier, Darte an-! Markle, 
pressed on to tin.' finish and succeeded 
in staking out sane valuable claims. 
These men were closely followed by a 
band of Indian-., headed by Jim Boss. 

"iBullion Creek is considered to be 
the Eldorado of the new diggings, and 
eighty applications have already been 
made for claims upon it. One pun 
taken out three feet above rim rock 
contained two dollars in gold, three 
silver nuggets, two pieces of platinum 
anil a copper slug. The forty ounces 
of gold, which Smith; the first discov- 
erer, had brought in, was found on the 
high rim two or three feet above the 
creek bed. The geological formation of 
IBullion Creek is most remarkable, all 
varieties of strata being seen from 
granite to marble.
